souri. Many investors are said to 
have paid the company sums from 
$3 to 315 on the promise that they 
would get land in this tract, and the 
more fortunate were to get town lots 
in the new town of Fruit City, which 
was to be built by the company. 


The company’s method of holding 
drawings for lots in the tract caused 
the lottery charge to be made. It was 
promised in the company’s advertising 
matter that there would be a drawing 
as often as a sufficient number of paid- 
up applications were received.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 11.—Melville 


E. Ingalls of Cincinnati, organizer and 
former chairman of the board of di- 


rectors of the Big Four Railroad, died 
here today of heart failure brought on 
by the shock of a treatment for an 
ulcerated tooth. 

Ingalls had been ill at his summer 
home here for some time. Three days 
ago he began suffering from an ulcer- 
ated tooth. 

Ingalls was born at Harrison, Maine. 
in 1842, was reared on a farm and edu- 
cated at Bowdoin and Harvard. He was 
craduated as a laweyr and began prac- 
ticing at Grey, Maine, but soon removed 
to Boston and in 1867 was elected a mem- 
ber of the State Senate. 

His career as a railroad man and fin- 
ancier began in 1870 when he became 
dresident and a year later receiver of 
the old Indianapolis, Cincinnati & La 
Fayette Railroad. In the reorganization 
he created the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
St. Louis & Chicago and later consoli- 
dated it with other railroads forming 
the Big Four system of which he was 
chairman. 

He was president of the Chesapeake 
& Ohia from 1888 to 1900; was Democratic 
candidate for Mayor of Cincinnati in 
1903 and president of the National Civic 
Federation in 1905. 

Besides the widow and daughter, 
Gladys, Ingalls is survived by four sons. 
Melville E. Ingalls Jr. and Fay Ingalls 
of New York; George H. Ingalls of 
Chicago and Albert S. Ingalls of Cleve- 
land. He will be buried in Cincinnati,

Edwin Ellebracht, who killed his 
mother-in-law and wounded his wife, 
his wife’s stepfather and another man 
at 2707 Madison street, Friday night, said 
Saturday morning, in his cell at the 
Dayton Street Police Station, that he 
regretted only his failure to kill his 
brother-in-law, whom he twice attempt- 
ed to shoot. He also attempted to shoot 
his sister-inlaw. 
es, that's what I did the work 
with,” said Ellebracht when the re- 
volver, with four empty shells, was 
shown to him. Then he looked at the 
fifth shell, on which the trigger had 
snapped several times without discharg- 
ing it, and added: “I’m sorry I didn’t 
get the other guy, too.“ 

His wife, Mrs. Clara Ellebracht. 21 
years old, who was wounded in the left 
arm, is at the Madison street home. The 
body of her mother, Mrs. Josephine 
Faragher, who was 51, is at the morgue. 
Her stepfather, James Faragher, 57, is 
in the city hospital, with a serious 
wound in the back and Frederick er- 
necke, 51, of 2903 Dickson street, is also 
in the hospital, wounded in the right 
forearm.

Edward and Celia Horstmann, brother 
and sister of Mrs. Ellebracht, escaped 
through the faulty working of Elle- 
bracht’s revolver. 

Quarreled Over Child. 

Ellebracht had been separated from 
his wife since a short time after their 
marriage, two years ago. He boarded 
at 3211 North Twenty-first street, and 
called occasionally at the Faragher 
home to see his child, Edna, now more 
than a year old. These visits were 
usually marked by unpleasant scenes. 

Shortly after 8 p. m. Friday he ap- 
peared at the Faragher home, the first 
visit, according to his wife, since last 
Easter. As he approached the front of 
the house, Faragher, Mrs. Faragher 
and Wernecke were sitting on a lower 
step, Mrs. Faragher holding the baby: 
Mrs. Ellebracht and her sister, Celia 
Horstmann, were on an upper step. 

Ellebracht walked up to his mother- 
in-law and tried to take the baby from 
her arms. Tou can’t have her,” said 
Mrs. Faragher. “You've never done 
anything for her.“ 

The man loosened his hold on the 
baby’s foot, stepped back, and, still 
standing within six feet of the steps, 
drew his revolver. The survivors say 
he fired first 2: Mrs. Faragher, then at 
his wife, then at Faragher, and last at 
Wernecke. Mrs. Faragher, the only one 
at whom he seemed to take any careful 
aim, was wounded in the right temple 
and fell dying in the yard. 

Celia Forstmann started down the 
steps, and Ellebracht snapped the re- 
volver at her, but the fifth shell was 
not discharged. He snapped it again at 
Edward Horstmann as the latter came 
out of the house and tried to seize Elle- 
bracht. 

Arrested Three Hours Later. 

Then Ellebracht ran on Madison street 
to Elliot avenue, where Edward Horst- 
mann, pursuing him, overtook him. He 
turned and snapped the revolver again 
at his brother-in-law, then ran into an 
alley. He was arrested at 11:15 p. m. in 
the yard of Mrs. Elizabeth Take’s home 
at 3610 Hebert street. Mrs. Take, her 
brother, Edward Telgahadar, and three 
other men who were in the yard, were 
arrested on the charge of aiding a fugi- 
Ave, but were released today. The re- 
volver was found in a yard when Elle- 
bracht had tossed it. 

Police Sergt. Kirk, who arrested Elle- 
bracht, said Mrs. Take and the men tried 
to deceive him as to Ellebracht’s identity. 
Mrs. Take is the daughter of the woman 
at whose home on Twenty-first street 
Ellebracht has been boarding. 

Mrs. Ellebracht said Saturday that she 
hoped she would never hear of her hus- 
band again. She said she hoped he 
would be fittingly punished for the mur- 
der of her mother. She said he was at 
no time a good husband, and that his 
abuse. compelled her to leave him. He 
was not intoxicated at the time of the 
killing, in the opinion of the survivors.

New York: Appeals Body Criti-

NEW YORK, July 11.— Christian Sei- 
ence healers who have been waiting for 
nearly a year for a decision in the ap- 
peal by Willis Vernon Cole, a Scientist, 
who was convicted of practicing medi- 
cine without a license and fined $100 in 
Special Sessions, received a shock yes- 
terday when the Appellate Division 
handed down an opinion declaring Chris- 
tion Science healing, as a profession, ds. 
a violation of the public health law. 

Justice Clarke, who wrote the prevall- 
ing opinion, decided in the negative the 
following question: 

“Is the commercialized use of prayer 
for the avowed purpose of treating all 
persons seeking cure for all bodily ilis 
the practice of the religious tenets of a 
church?” 

The opinion does not pass on the ques- 
tion whether Cole could have treated 
the woman detective lawfully in a 
Christian Science church or in her own 
pome. The ruling is based on the fact 
that Cole’s office was established solely 
for the purpose of giving such treat- 
ment for pay.

Prosecutor Obtains Postpone- 
ment Until July 21 to Seek 
New Evidence.

NEW YORK, July 11.—Once again the 
searchlight: of inquiry flashes steadily 
and directly upon the Carman cottage, 
the home of Dr. Edwin Carman of Free- 
port, L. I., where Mts. Louise Bailey, a 
patient, was shot to death. This time 
the doctor himself, instead of his wife— 
who is in the Mineola jail, charged with 
the slaying—is under its rays. 

Indeed, District, Attorney Smith went 
so. far today as to say he believed Dr. 
Carman could tell at least enough to 
clear the murder mystery. 

The prosecutor did not volunteer this 
Statement. It was had from him by 
newspaper men in reply to this ques- 
tion: 

Don't you think, Mr. Smith, that if 
Dr. Carman told all he knew about this 
killing fie could clear it all up within 
five minutes?’’ 

“Yes, I do,” was the answer. And the 
District Attorney, at the time, obviously 
had reasons for his statement: 

The first reason was this: Dr. Car- 
man refused to permit an examination 
of his office books after he had given 
such permission. The second was that, 
after a careful review of the physician’s 


case Smith had realized there were 
many important things the medical man 
had not explained. As to the books, 
the District Attorney said: 

“I made an arrangement with Dr. 
Carman to have a couple of my men 
look through his appointment record 
and the records of payments made to 
him. I wanted first to learn if the books 
would-show that Mrs. Bailey had been 
a regular patient or ever had visited 
him before. Also I wished to find out, 
if possible, the identity of the two wom- 
en who were in his waiting room when 
the shot was fired and who rushed out 
without being recognized. 

Refuses Examination of Books. 

“But after saying he would allow my 
men to examine the books, he suddenly 
refused to do 80.“ 

District Attorney Smith, it was plain, 
regarded this refusal as significant. At 
the same time he was obliged to admit 
that a superficial glance at the law 
would indicate Dr. Carman was well 
within his rights and might withhold 
the names of his patients. 

The District. Attorney was informed 
that during Dr. Carman’s absence from. 
home yesterday detectives made 3 
search of the physician’s house. They 
failed to find the revolver for which 
they were looking. They sought for 
the weapon with the aid of a strong 
magnet which they thrust between the 
outer and inner walls of the building. 
They did find in this way the ear piece 
of the telephonic device, which Mrs 
Carman installed in the house that she 
might overhear conversations between 
her husband and his patients. 

The District Attorney spoke with a 
fair degree of freedom about some of 
the dubious angles of Dr. Carman’s 
story of what happened at the time the 
shot was fired and immediately after- 
ward. 

“Dr. Carman seemed to have had two 
ideas at the moment—ideas that a man 
ignorant of who had done the shooting 
and why it was done would scarcely 
have had,“ sald the Prosecutor. 

Did he call-up the police at once? 
which would be the natural thing to 
do? No, “Did he yell for help which 
would also seem to be the normal act 
of/a man figuring in the unexplainable 
shooting of a woman? No. His two 
ideas seemed to be these: 

“First to telephone for Dr. Runole, the 
physician living across the street: then 
to make unusual efforts to get hold of 
Theodore Bedell to identify the woman. 
But what was the use of a hurry in 
identifying her, when he knew she was 
dead?“ a 

The District Attorney, warming up. 
showed plainly his dissatisfaction with 
Dr. Carman’s story of the killing. 

“I said to him,” the Prosecutor went 
on to the reporters, “why in God's 
name didn’t you try to find out who 
fired the shot, no matter whether you 
thought it was for you or for the 
woman that was with you? Why wasn’t 
that your first effort, instead of calling 
for your colleague to say that a woman 
was dead when you already knew she 
was dead?“ .

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BIBLICAL DEFENSE OF DRINK. 


T the Bible approves strong 
drink, in its place, is the conten- 
tion of Rev. Dr. E. A. Wesson, 
rector of St. Stephen’s Episcopal Church, 
Newark, N. J., in a book “Religion and 
Drink,” in which he traverses the whole 
subject, with abundance of reference 
both to the scriptures and the church 
fathers. 
According to the writer, the wine 
that maketh glad the heart of man” 
was not merely unfermented grape 
juice, which, of course, has no specially 
exhilarating effect, but was wine in the 
commonly accepted sense. It was such 
wine that Jesus made as his first act 
in his public ministry. And it was such 
wine that he dispensed at the Last 
Supper. 
To the contention of the thetotalees 
that two kinds of wine are mentioned 
in the Bible—“tirosh,” or the fresh, 
unfermented juice of the grape, and 
„yayin,“ or fermented grape juice, and 
that tirosh' is commended and. yayin“ 
condemned, he gives abundant refer- 
ences to show that “yayin’’ itself is 
frequently praised. It is its abuse that 
the drinker is warned against. 


Rev. Wasson also reviews the history 
of modern church leaders, such aq 


Luther, Wesley, Whitefield, Bishop As- 


bury and others, to show that they used 
alcoholic liquors. 


Dr. Wasson ascribes the increasing 
sobriety of the present day to indus- 
trial changes rather than to the tem- 
perance propaganda. He cites govern- 
ment figures to show that with the 
growing temperance in the use of drink 
there is at the same time, in this coun- 
try, an increasing per capita consump- 
tion; and he predicts that these ten- 
dencies, if continued, will result in ev- 
erybody’s drinking and nobody’s getting 
drunk. He declares, too, that the Gov- 
ernment figures for divorce and for 
chureh membership in the old-time pro- 
hibtion states of Maine, Kansas and 


is injurious to family and church. For 
the period 1887-1906 Maine had one di- 
vorce to six marriages; Kansas one to 
nine; North Dakota one to 10; whereas, 
the ratio for the entire country was one 
to 18%, and for wide-open New Jersey 
one to 4, the best in the country. 
Maine and Kansas are also declared to 
be very deficient in the matter of 
church membership. But the unkindest

DELIGHTFUL MUSICAL NOVEL. 
HE witty Baron Ernst von Wolzo- 
gen vastly must have relished the 
writing of Florian Mayr,” a novel 
which good-humoredly satirizes musical 
life and character in Berlin and Weimar 
during the lifetime of Abbe Franz Liszt, 
most picturesque of all the composer- 
Pianists who yet have played upon the 
world's heart-strings. 

The story is a delight from its first 
page to its last. It is in certain essen- 
tials the best musical romance of its 
generation. While it pillories many fa- 
miliar types of “music cranks,” it pre- 
sents perhaps the best portrait of Liszt 
himself that has ever been drawn in 
literature. The portrait is at once lova- 
ble and majestic. But, circling emotion- 
ally around this serene and lofty Liszt 
are the most amusing examples of the 
various breeds of tone-mad' folk that 
thus far have emerged upon the pages 
of realistic fiction. The brilliant Baron 
von Wolzogen, who loves these worthies 
even while he laughs at them, has more 
fun parodying their poses and affecta- 
tions than if, te modify an old phrase, 
he had been studying and describing the 
low-comedy antics of a cageful of mon- 
keys. The musical world of America, 
following the example of that of Europe. 
must needs roar with mirth in reading 
what he has written. 

Then. tée, there is a very pretty ro- 
mance running through the novel—the 
romance of the ardent love of Florian 
Mayr, the earnest young Liszt disciple 
and conductor, for two women, one a 
delightful and sound-hearted, though 
self-willed, Hungarian gypsy, the other 
& sweet and simple German maiden. 
This Florian Mayr, the central figure 
of the story at all moments, is a most 
likable chap, hot-tempered yet kindly of 
soul, sincere to the core, honestly serv- 
ing the art of music in a spirit of genu- 
ine consecratien, and loving Liszt with 
a love amounting ‘well-nigh to adora- 
tion. Poor and obscure when the reader 
first encounters him, he is thrown by 
the author headlong into the tempera- 
mental“ maelstrom ef Berlin's musica! 
life, and, for quite a time, there seems 
much likelihood of shipwreck and the 
utter ruin of his career. At a critical 
moment, however, he meets Franz Liszt, 
and at once, because of his sterling qual- 
ity as a musician and as a man, wins 
the favor of that remarkable genius. He 
does this so completely, indeed, that not 
only are his musical fortunes advanced, 
but Liszt, himself dearly beloved of 
women, guides him safely past some 
very rerilous sentimental pitfalls and 
gives him.the soundest advice concern- 
ing womankind possible to a man who 
had developed the study of woman into 
a profound science. It’s a pretty and 
exquisitely told story, and, all the time 
it is being told, the reader is kept 
chuckling by Von Wolzogen's keen 
thrusts at the many varieties of four- 
flushing’’ musical demigods and their 
worshipers, as vitally diverting and 
plentiful then as now. 

The book has had an enormous sale 
in Germany. It deserves a similar suc- 
cess in this country, being the most re- 
freshing novel encountered in many a 
long day. (Huebsch.) 
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“OUR MANY-SIDED NAVY.” 

OST Americans know that the 
V United States has a great navy.« 

They know that it takes high 
rank among the great navies of the 
world. But Robert Wilden Neeser, in 
his new book, “Our Many-Sided Navy,” 
asserts that that is about all the av- 
erage American knows about the great 
fighting organization that Uncle Sam 


We are told by the author that the 
American navy is prepared for war, 
that it is a wonderfully efficient fighting 
force; that it serves a useful purpose 
in times of peace, and would be ‘a tower ' 
of strength in case of attack by an 
enemy. But why? 

“Tt is a clear still night; only the 
ing stars in the heavens are shining; 
not another glimmer is visible. The 
fleet is steaming in a single column, 
with only. 250 y4rds of clear water be- 
tween the ships. All dead lights are 
screwed down over the portholes; not 

ray of light shows about them; not 
even the running lights are uncovered. 
The effect is awesome. The ship di- 
rectly ahead is swallowed up in the 
immense darkness of sea and sky. Your 
eyes try to pierce the inky blackn-ss: 
for an occasional glimpse of the tiny 
shaded light at her stern and the swirl 
made by her screws or the straight 
tracery of her skeleton masts as they 
cross the stars. Astern, only a couple 
of lengths off, is another ship forcing 
her huge mass after you, her ram 
cleaving its way through the water un- 
relentingly. Yet so perfect has the 
training been, so well drilled is the 
fleet, that the interval between the 
ships never varies, and on they speed 
as if tied together. 

“Suddenly the Ardois signal lamps 
on the flagship begin to wink; flashes 
of red and white lights pass aloft from 
ship to ship. A momentary pause. 
Then a great beam of light shoots across 
the Admirals bow. Instantly 96 other 
beams dart into the air, sweeping the 
horizon and illuminating each crest of 
wave. It is a search light drill, de- 
signed to teach the crews the use of one 
of the battleships greatest protections 
against a torpedo boat’s night attack. 
‘Only a patch compared to the real 
thing’—a mere taste.“ 

Such is the author’s description of 
this one drill, which mustrates the won- 
derful efficiency of the naval organiza- 
tion. Months and months are spent 
every year in target practice and in 
drills. It was no doubt the result of 
the target practice that the gunners on 
board the warship at Vera Cruz were 
able to shoot all the windows out of 
the buildings in which the “snipers” 
had taken refuge during th days fol- 
lowing the fall of that city. 

Few people who have not made a 
close study of the navy know that it 
requires the services of 425 men to load 
and fire the main battery guns of one 
of our dreadnaughts every time a broad- 
side is discharged. And fewer still, 
know that only a score of these men se 
the actual firing of the shots, but that 
hundreds of others are at their plac2s 
below, each man performing a duty 
necessary to the efficient operation of 
the powerful guns. ) 

The object of the book is to inform 
the people of the United States about 
their navy; to reveal to them the every- 
day life of the bluejackets; to tell them 
why it is that the navy is in such a 
state of expert preparedness for every 
emergency, and why Americans should 
be proud of it, and not complain at 
the expense of its maintenance.

It shows the names, dates and 
amounts of every cent of this 20,000,000

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pesos which were dumped out of the 
national treasury between September, 
1910, and November, 1911. 

Where Money Went. 

The principal amounts paid out are 
presented herewith: 

Adolfo Diaz, the President of Nica- 
ragua, by grace of Secretary Knox, be- 
tween Nov. 12, 1910 and Aug. 9, 1911, 
753.000 pesos. 

Emiliano Chamorro, the present Min- 
ister to Washington, for whom Secre- 
tary Bryan has recently expressed the 
highest esteem, received 10,000 pesos, but 
his father, Salvador Chamorro, took a 
total of 443,281. Through his firm he 
took 2,400,000 pesos additional. 

Minister Chamorro’s uncle, Pedro Joa- 
quin, received 40,250. His firm received 
2,939,679; various other members of the 
Chamorro clan helped themselves to 
$18,570. 

This makes a total for the Chamorro 
family of 6. 162,105. This money was 
paid out for military services and for 
war claims.“ 

The Didz Cabinet Ministers received 
altogether 670,660. Fernando Solorzano, 
the Knox-made vice-president, received 
300,000. The Benard family, one of the 
most prominent conservative families, 
received 1,755,422. Martin Benard re- 
ceived most of this eventually. 

All of this money was taken from the 
national treasury while Secretary Knox 
was virtual Czar of the country. It 
was the first financing done under the 
benevolent Dawson pact. 

Americans Remembered, 

But the new government remembered 
also those Americans who had given 
them active assistance in their fight to 
overthrow the old government. Here 
are a few payments made to Americans: 
A. Burgheim, a son-in-law of the pres- 
ent Minister of Foreign Affairs, received 
46,771 pesos; J. H. Cohn, partner of 8. 
Weil & Co., received 600,000 pesos. 

Samuel Veil received 360,000 pesos. 
cardo Sussman got 317,088; ex-President 
Cardenas took 15,100. He had man- 
aged the counterfeiting operations dur- 
ing the revolution, it was alleged. 
Juan Estrada, the first president put 
in by Secretary Knox, was little. more 
than. a figurehead. Estrada got no 
money in his own name, but his wife, 
on March 9, 1911, helped herself to 104,- 
000 pesos. 

The military officers who commanded 
troops in the revolution received vary- 
ing sums in payment for their services. 
The biggest amount pald to a single 
General was 97,000 pesos paid to Gen. 
Monterey. 

Col. Camille Barberena received 317,510 
pesos. The large amount paid Col. Bar- 
berena may be explained by the follow- 
ing order from Gen. Chamerre and 
which he carried out promptly: 

“Office of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army, Managua, 27th of Sept., 1912, 
Col. Camille Barberena’s encampment. 

“e * * That they take the strictest 
precautions to capture Gen. Zeledon and 
the other chiefs who accompany him, 
putting them to death immediately, with 
the exception of those you deem con- 
venient. CHAMERRO.” 

„  Staughter of Soldiers. 

This order was issued immediately 
after the American marines had driven 
the forces of Gen. Zeledon from their 
position at Masaya. While the Ameri- 
cans were storming Zeleedon's position 
the Diaz troops stood by and looked 
on, but when the revolutionists were 
driven from their position the Federals 
pursued and slaughtered many of the 
soldiers. 

Zeleden was butchered and his body 
chopped into pieces, in line with the 
erder of Gen. Chamorro. 

This is the same Gen. Chamorro who 
is now Nicaraguan Minister to Wash- 
ington and from whom Secretary Bryan 
has received most of his advice con- 
cerning the necessity for immediate ac- 
tion on the treaty.* He is the same 
Chamorro whose orders on Aug. 13, 1912, 
to the commandant of prison at Man- 
agua read: 

“We authorize the ‘execution of polit- 
fecal prisoners under your charge. In

ing, we reiterate our orders, warning 
you that immediately the forces of Gen. 
Zeledon make an effective entrance into 
the town and on previous notice from 
this command, you will comply with the 
said orders.

millions that have been drained from 
the treasury in a similar manner. 
High Interest Charged. 

The high rates of interest on loans, 
the exorbitant fees charged for all bank- 
ing facilities and the gross charges im- 
posed upon every Government contract 
tell another chapter of the depletion 
of the national finances. 

One of the greatest drains on the an- 
nual income of the country is traceable 
directly to the American State Depart- 
ment. Although the net national reve- 
nues had been decreased greatly during 
the late period of turbuence the Amer- 
ican State Department saddled upon the 
Government expenses of approximately 
$100,000 per annum in the payment of 
salaries to officials. 

The international claims commission 
created by Secretary Knox to pass upon 
all foreign claims which arose as a re- 
sult of the Estrada and Mena revolu- 
tions cost the people of Niciragua 38, 
000 a year. There are three Judges, two 
of them American. Their total anlgricn 
are $32,000. 

This court rarely meets. It has done 
nothing to straighten out the major 
claims that have arisen as a result of 
these revolutions. It can do nothing be- 
cause even though it attempts to ad- 
judicate these claims there is no money 
in the treasury with which to pay them. 
Nevertheless, the Judges pull down 
their salaries and the farce is contin- 
ued by Secretary Bryan. In addition 
to the salaries of the Judges, other em- 
ployes are paid $16,000 per annum.

The American manager of the bank 
receives $10,000 a year. There are sev- 
eral assistants who receive $4000 a year. 
The manager of the railroad, which is 
now an American property, is paid by 
the Nicaraguan people.

Bryan succeeds in getting the Senate to 
adopt the treaty these salaries will be 
permanent fixed charges against the 
little republic. The Americans receive 
as much as it costs the Government to 
maintain its principal executive officers. 
. Where did all this money come from? 
Frankly much of it came from the ever- 
running printing press. 

Records of the bureau of the Nica- 
ragua Ministry of Finance are cited by 
the World to show an annual surplus of 
1,000,000 pesos for 50 years preceding Sec- 
retary Knox’s activities. The foreign 
debt immediately before Mr. Knox inter- 
posed was only 6,250,000 pesos repre- 
sented. by the Ethelberga syndicate’s 
bonds. Local debts were 56,000,000 pesos, 
on bonds and 7,500,000 pesos current lia- 
bilities. There was 37,000,000 pesos, fiat 
money afloat. 

When Juan Estrada was boosted into 
the presidency in August, 1910, by Knox, 
he found in the national treasury 8,000,000 
pesos and more than $400,000 due from 
the Ethelberga syndicate.

They issued,, without 
his knowledge, presumably, this addi- 
tional 13,000,000. 

Even before the revolutionists went 
into office they had turned out a little 
counterfeit money and after the Estrada 
party was in office Government agents 
were arrested in Chicago for counter- 
feiting their own national money. They 
were released at the request of Estrada. 
Adolfo Diaz was then Minister of 
Finance. A little later-he was raised 
to the presidency. The Government au- 
thorized an issue of 15,000,000 pesos for 
the purpose of taking up this counter- 
feit money. 

Up to this period the Estrada Gov- 
ernment had issued more than 40,000,000 
pesos, which were guaranteed by the 
Government. In the meantime the na- 
tional revenues had picked up again 
and the Government was in receipt of 
approximately the same abount of rev- 
enues as Zalaya had during his last 
years in office. 

Besides this fiat money which was 
turned out on the Government printing 
presses, approximately 45,000,000 pesos 
were borrowed from the American bank- 
ers. All this makes a total of almost 
100,000,000 pesos that have been avail- 
able for the uses of the present Gov- 
ernment in addition to the regular 
revenues. 

Loan Authorized. 

As soon as the Estrada-Diaz clique 
was put into office by Secretary Knox 
the national assembly authorized a loan 
of $15,000,000 to be made with American 
bankers through “the good offices of | 
the American State Department.“ 

The first contract was drawn up with 
Brown Brothers and J. Seligman on 
May 2, 1911. Louis Mena, one of the 
revolutionary leaders, opposed this loan 
on the ground that it was the first step 
toward pawning the entire country. 

He caused its defeat, whereupon the 
American State Department forced the 
dissolution of the Legislature and the 
selection of a new one. This new Leg- 
islature took Mena into camp by elec- 
ing him president and then he ordered 
the ratification of the loan. 

Secretary of State Knox was in such 
a hurry to get Nicaragua under Wall 
street domination that he advised the 
bankers to go right ahead and lend a 
portion o. the money before the United 
States Senate had acted on the treaty 
guaranteeing the loan. They advanced 
$1,750,000, and Knox immediately put an 


customs house. 

The Senate refused to ratify the loan, 
and the bankers looked to Knox to 
carry out the agreement which he had 
made with them. He instructed Ham to 
take out of the customs house 50 per 
cent of the total revenues and pay same 
to the bankerg. 

Money Disappeared. 

As soon as this money was paid to 
the Nicaragua treasury it disappeared. 

Shortly thereafter the Assembly de- 
manded more money from the bankers 
The bankers refused without additional 
collateral. Then the most valuable 
thing owned by the Government, the 
National Rallroad, which had cost ap- 
proximately $5,000,000, was pledged. The 
bankers loaned $500,000, with 51 per cent 
of the stock of the railway as security. 


with the other 49 per cent of the rail- 
way stock as security. 

When the country wanted more money 
these two loans were wiped off the 
‘bankers’ books and they took in pay- 
ment the original 51 per cent of the 
railway stock leaving the other 49 per 
cent unincumbered. 

On Oct. 9, 1913, when more money was 
needed, the bankers loaned for one 
year an additional $1,000,000, taking as 
security the unincumbered 49 per cent 
of the National Railroad and the Gov- 
ernment’s interest in the National Bank. 

For good measure the Government 
threw in a valuable oil concession in 
the vicinity of Corinto, and a mass of 
railroad material. 

The Government got only $650,000 of 
this money, because $350,000 was kept by 
the bankers as a basis for a redemption 
fund of the national, currency. 


Bankers in Full Control, 
At the same time absolute control of 


the bank and the railroad were turned 
over to the bankers. The State Depart- 
ment then installed a manager to han- 
dle the properties in the interest of the 
American bankers. The manager was to 
be paid, not by the State Department or 
the bankers, but by the railroads and 
the banks. 

In other words, while the properties 
were being taken by the American in- 
terests with assistance of Secretary 
Knox, the people of Nicaragua were 
compelled to pay the manager. ' 

In view of this tremendous increase in 
the national debt, ‘and the fact that 
everything of value had been pawned 
to the bankers at loan shark rates, the 
country is now in a state of bankruptcy. 

The little gang of Knox-made officials 
at Manahua is asking the United States 
to advance $3,000,000 in payment for the 
last thing of questionable value which 
they control, and in addition they have 
offered to throw in the nation’s sov- 
ereignty for good measure. 

With this debt weighing down the 
people, and with little prospect of pay- 
ing any of it under a continuation of 
the present system, Secretary Bryan is 
now seeking to get the Senate to ratify 
a treaty which will give them $3,000,000. 


Tomorrow the Post-Dispatch will 
present another chapter of conditions

The State Public Service Commission’s assump- 
tion of power to fix rates and conditions of service 
for St. Louis’ municipally-owned water works is 
au invasion of local self-government which city 
officials should oppose and defeat, if possible. 

Nevertheless, the changes ordered by the State 
commission are in line with common sense and 
sound business practice. 

The city should own all water meters. It should 
meter all water sold. IT SHOULD SELL WATER 
TO ALL BUYERS AT THE LOWEST POSSIBLE 
RATE. Like every other pubiic utility, whether 
privately or publicly owned, the city’s water 
department should pay 6 per cent interest on all 
deposits which it requires consumers to make 
precedent to getting its service. A MUNICIPAL 
PLANT SHOULD NOT BE EXEMPTED FROM 
ANY RULE OF FAIR TRADING IMPOSED 
UPON A UTILITY PRIVATELY OWNED. 

If these rules should be adopted by the city 
Water Department the saving of millions of gal- 
lons of water now daily wasted by reckless users 
who buy it at a flat rate, or by reason of de- 
fective plumbing, would far more than make good 
any extra expense involved in making the pro- 
posed changes.

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ST. LOUIS SMOKE, 
From the Toledo Blade. 

St. Louis was a smoky city before 
cities on the south shore of Lake Erie 
began to realize that they were des- 
tined to become industrial centers and 
therefore the expected prey of soot and 
grime. Whether the coal burned there 
was just naturally a smoke maker, or 
whether the winds were a lazy kind and 
‘did not do their duty, we de not know. 
But we have seen St. Louis when the 
stranger might have wondered it the 
abode of the Prince of Darkness was 
less afry and cheerful. 

But St. Louis is a smokeless town: 
now. The Women’s Organization for 
Smoke Abatement has caused its atmos- 
phere to be laundered and purified. This 
organization hired inspectors to make 
note of smoking chimneys and to remind 
the owners thereof that they were 
breaking the law. It took photographs 
of the worst offenders and brought the 
blush of shame to cneeks of factory 
proprietors. It took its evidenee into 
court and obtained convictions. The 
campaign lasted for five years, but it 
was worth while. It has made St. Louis 
a clean and fair city and its air a de- 
cent thing for human beings to draw 
into their lungs. 

If St. Louls can undergo such a tranp- 
formation, making other cities smoke- 
less is not an impossibility. The thing 
needed is simply law enforcement.
